On August 3, the Town of Bradford 
West Gwillimbury raised the United 
Nations flag, marking National 
Peacekeepers Week, Aug. 3 to 9, and 
National Canadian Peacekeepers’ Day, 
August 9. 

It’s a ceremony that the Town has 
performed for the past 10 years, 
at the urging of veteran of U.N. 
Peacekeeping, Mike Comeau, past 
Provincial Director of the Central 
Ontario chapter of CAVUNP, Canadian 


Association ofVeterans of U.N. 
Peacekeeping. 

It was his campaign that led Bradford 
West Gwillimbury to become the first 
municipality in Ontario to recognize 
Peacekeepers Day, marking the date 
when, in 1974, a Syrian missile shot 
down a Buffalo transport aircraft with 
9 Canadian Peacekeepers on board. 
All 9 were killed, including Cpl. B.K. 
Stringer and WO C.B. Korejwo, from 
CFB Borden - still the largest single 


loss of Canadian Peacekeeping lives. 

Comeau was present at the flag¬ 
raising, this year held at “Sunshine 
Square” at the new BWG Leisure 
Centre. It was a location that he chose, 
adjacent to Brian Collier Way, because 
the flag-raising was also a tribute to 
Sapper Brian Collier, who lost his 
life July 20,2010 while serving in 
Afghanistan. 

As the ceremony began, the UN flag

On Tuesday night, a candlelight vigil was held at the Portuguese Cultural Centre in Bradford, 
beside the soccer field where just days earlier, 15 year old Jaime Palm was killed when a heavy 
soccer net tipped over, trapping her underneath the metal crossbar. 

Palm, a resident of Newmarket, was visiting a friend in Bradford on July 30. Both girls were on 
the PCCB property when the accident occurred. The friend called 911, and emergency responders 
rushed the victim to a Newmarket hospital, where she succumbed to her injuries. 

An all-star athlete, Jaime Palm played indoor volleyball, field hockey, and soccer. Members of the 
soccer community, from Innisfil, Bradford West Gwillimbury and York Region were among those 
who attended the Taylor Funeral Home in Newmarket to pay their respects. The funeral took 
place August 5, at Our Lady of Grace Church in Aurora. 

There were tears and hugs at the vigil in Bradford, as participants - some from the Portuguese 
Cultural Centre - lit candles and prayed. Flowers, teddy bears and a soccer ball were placed in a 
memorial. 

The field has not been used by the Bradford Soccer Club since the accident. The metal-framed 
soccer nets have both been removed. 


Proposal for John St. West 


A public meeting under the Planning 
Act was held August 5, for the building 
at 62 John St. West. Built in 1950, it 
once housed the Bradford LCBO. 

In 1977, the building was converted 
to 5 residential units, with one 
Commercial unit of about 680 sq. ft., 
used primarily for storage. 

On August 5, current owner Nelson 
Barroso’s application for a Zoning 
By-law Amendment, to rezone the 
property from Core Commercial 
(Cl) to Core Commercial Exception- 
Holding, was the subject of the 
meeting. 

An Exception is required because the 
Zoning By-law, although it permits 
mixed uses in a Cl Zone, specifies 
that residential units shall be located 
above the first floor. 

Barroso's plans include adding a 
second storey to the brick structure, 
rebuilding the fagade, and adding 4 
residential units upstairs. The first 
floor would be renovated, but the 
owner wishes to retain the existing 5 
units, and restore the single unit of 
Commercial. 

Not only would the Exception permit 
the first-floor apartments, recognizing 
an existing use, an exemption is also 
needed for both the front setback, and 
parking. 

The Zoning By-law specifies a 
setback of 3 metres at the front of the 
building; the existing building, like 
many on John St. West, is only 1.69 
metres from the property line. 

The By-law also requires 1.5 parking 
places per apartment unit, which 
translates into 15 spaces. The property, 
measuring about 966 sq. m., has 
room for 10 spaces. The applicant 
has suggested that tenants and their 
visitors could park on-street, or in a 
nearby municipal parking lot. 

Neighbour John Brumell raised 
concerns, over the lack of parking, 
garbage disposal on the site, and 
maintenance of the building. "No 
maintenance has been done to this 


building in the 8 years I've lived here," 
he told the Meeting. "If it’s doubled in 
size, there will be double the issues... 
based on the track record.” 

Councillor Carl Hordyk also objected 
to the use of the Town’s Parking lots by 
area residents. 

But Councillor Gary Lamb pointed 
out that if the Town wants to see 
intensification in the downtown core, 
it will have to deal with the narrow 
streets and lack of parking, that led 
the Town to accept Cash-in-lieu of 
parking spaces. 

"I welcome anybody who’s going to 
invest in the downtown,” said Lamb, 
noting, "Those streets were laid out in 
1829... They didn’t think they’d have 
so many cars - they didn’t think they’d 
have any cars!” 

Councillor Peter Dykie Jr. wanted 
to know if there was water and 
sewer allocation for the 4 additional 
apartment units. 

Senior Planner Tami Kitay explained 
that the owner would have to apply 
to Council for allocation, under 
the Town's Allocation Policy, for 
infilling and intensification. She 
also noted that issues like parking, 
garbage collection and snow removal 
will be dealt with through a Site 
Plan Agreement, which should be 
completed within the next couple of 

Kitay also said that, under the 
Provincial rules, at least one of the 
apartments will be “barrier-free.” 

"It’s clearly a location where 
redevelopment is desirable,” said 
Mayor Doug White, pointing out that 
the renovations will also bring the 
building up to both Building and Fire 
code, making it safer for residents. 

The application was received by 
Council and referred to staff for a 
report and recommendation. The 
proposal has already received a 
Downtown Community Improvement 

Plan Area grant, of approximately 
$63,000.

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New group pleads for Heritage preservation 


It was standing room only in 
the Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Council meeting, on August 
5 - but not for the Development 
Charges update, or the Planning 
Meeting for 62 John St. West. 

Residents packed the room to 
show support for a deputation 
by David Crocker, representing 
Bradford SOHO - Save Our 
Heritage Organization. 

The organization was recently 
formed in response to developers’ 
plans to demolish the century 
home at 108 Moore St., and their 
opposition to listing the building 
on the Town’s Heritage Registry. 

Crocker reminded Council that 
the Town has already lost many 
of its most important heritage 
buildings, including the “Bradford 
Castle" on Barrie St., better known 
as the Old Convent. Built by Reeve 
John MacLean Stevenson in 1876, 
it was later owned by sawmill 
owner Sam Lukes, Egerton 
Ryerson of Ryerson Press fame, 
eventually the Ursuline Sisters 
who operated Bradford’s first 
Catholic school. 

“Unfortunately for us all... the 
Town allowed that magnificent 
piece of Bradford history to be 
destroyed," Crocker said, noting 
that 108 Moore St. was built at 
the same time - and has “real 
historical value,"contradicting the 


claims of the developers. 

“We need to protect our historic 
neighbourhood,” he told Council, 
which has many century-old 
homes on large lots, surrounded 
by "stately” trees. The demolition 
of 108 Moore St. would be "a 
singular stab at the heart of 
Bradford,” he said. 

SOHO is opposed to the 
demolition of historic homes in 
the core of old Bradford, and their 
replacement by Townhomes or 
row houses. Not only does it create 
traffic and parking problems, it 
"promotes a degradation of die 
neighbourhood.” Crocker said 
that he understands the provincial 
goal of intensification, "but the 
heart of Bradford is not the place 
for it... Protecting our heritage 
must be at the forefront." 

Crocker asked Councillors to “do 
your due diligence... to protect 
this wonderful and historic 
part of Town” - and presented 
a 500 name petition, calling for 
preservation. He was applauded. 

Director of Development 
Geoff McKnight advised that 
the Town has retained an 
architectural firm to assess the 
property at 108 Moore, and make 
recommendations. Work should 
begin within the next few weeks; 
the report on the home’s heritage 
value is expected to take another 


month. 

The deputation was followed 
by Open Fomm - an opportunity 
for residents to stand up and 
make their views known. Ten 
speakers signed up, all of them 
calling for the preservation of 
the historic core of Bradford, and 
changes to the policies governing 
redevelopment. 

Anne Silvey, who moved to 
Bradford in 1974, said, “Bradford 
was our choice because of its 
character and history... Why 
destroy the original character of 
an important Town in Canada’s 
history?” 

Don Milos, owner of a century 
home on Frederick St., pointed 
out that there are 61 century 
homes within a 6 block radius. 
“Bradford needs to recognize 
and protect its historic core,” he 
said, calling for a “one down, one 
up" policy that would require 
developers to respect the lot sizes 
and single-family residential 
zoning of the area. 

Sarah Allen, also a SOHO 
member, spoke of the “priceless 
attributes” of large lots, majestic 
trees and century homes in old 
Bradford. “A core historic area is 
the core and very essence of the 
small town feel that everyone 
is looking for,” she said, arguing 
against transforming the area 


“into a mish-mash of affordable 
housing... and large lots,” with 
monstrous townhomes wedged 
between historic buildings. 

Lisa Hawkins, a 20 year resident, 
expressed a fear that developers 
will throw 6 or more townhouses 
beside her Barrie St. home. 
Redevelopment is taking place 
“without any rhyme or reason 
as to what goes up and what 
goes down,” she said, calling 
on Council to take control, and 
“redirect redevelopment... Step up 
and protect our Town.” 

"Take a European approach,” 
urged Joe Van Dyke. “We go to 
Europe to see the old buildings. 
They have kept the facades.” 

And life-long resident Nancy 
Young, read from a letter sent 
by her brother Jim Culbert, now 
living in Prince Edward Island: 
“When I come back to Bradford 
for a visit, I go home to PEI with 
an emptiness in my soul. I know 
that the next time I come “home” 
there will be more farms gone, to 
house new construction - more 
grand old farm houses gone, gone 
with the wind.” 

There is a place for higher 
densities, Young said, “but not 
at the expense of our historic 
homes... I love the old and the 
new, but we don’t have to throw 
away our past.” 


Holland St. repairs 

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has delayed the 
Holland St. Reconstruction 
project for at least two years 
- until the Southeast Arterial 
Road is built, and can offer an 
alternative route for motorists. 
In the meantime, to address 
crumbling infrastructure in 
the downtown, BWG Council 
has approved the repaving of a 
portion of Holland St., at a cost 
of $215,000. 

Local company Lisbon Paving 
was awarded the tender. The 
total bid, of $741,432 for hot 
mix and paving, includes not 
only Holland St., but 5 Sideroad 
between the 3rd and 5th Lines; 
Morris Road; and Canal Road 
from Hwy. 9 to the 5th Line. 

Councillor James Leduc asked 
if the sidewalks in downtown 
Bradford would be repaired at 
the same time. 

Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee said that sidewalk 
repairs will be a separate 
contract, and will be completed 
this year, after the paving of 
the road. "The concrete work 
can be done a little later in the 
season,” he said. 

Funding sources include 
the year-end surplus. County 
of Simcoe, and the Holland 
Marsh Drainage System Joint 
Municipal Services Board.

Times have changed in Simcoe County. 

Three years ago, says Brandon Amyot, 
only one municipality within the greater 
Simcoe region agreed to fly the Rainbow 
Flag, proclaiming Pride Week - and that 
was the city of Barrie. 

This year, Simcoe Pride saw 13 
municipalities, including Barrie and 
the County of Simcoe, raise the flag and 
proclaim Pride Week, August 1-9. 

The Rainbow Flag was raised at the 
Bradford Courthouse on July 31, in 
front of a small crowd of people, that 
included Mayor Doug White, MPP for 
York-Simcoe Julia Munro, and Reverend 
Dan Graves. 

White noted that in the recent 
Provincial election, voters elected 
Kathleen Wynne, the first openly-gay 
premier of Ontario. People may attack 
the premier on her policies, he said; 
they did not attack her as a person. 

The Mayor said the flag represented 
the increasing diversity within the 


municipality, where everyone is 
welcomed. "We’re sticking with our 
vision statement, that the Town Council 
adopted 8 years ago... We’re all in this 
together, no matter what country you 
come from, what your religion is, your 
sexual orientation - you are welcome.” 

He added, “I think we need a whole 
lot more tolerance, a whole lot more 
respect... and a whole lot more love. 
Everybody needs to feel comfortable in 
the place that they live, and everybody 
needs to feel comfortable in their own 

Amyot, former Student Trustee and 
a member of Simcoe Pride, told those 
gathered at the Courthouse, “The Pride 
flag isn’t just Gay Pride. It's pride in the 
diversity of our community. 

“This flag is meant to represent 
our whole community and every 
aspect of our lives... the diversity and 
inclusiveness of our community.”

If nuisance 
alarms are a problem, try moving the alarm to another 
location or purchase an alarm with a “hush feature” that 
temporarily silences the alarm. 

• Replace smoke alarms every 10 years. 

• Test smoke alarms once a month and replace the batteries 
every year. 

It is important to ensure that everyone in the household knows 
what to do if the smoke alarm sounds. As such, develop a 
home fire escape plan and practice it with 
the entire household.

The Georgian Bay Steam Show & 
Family Farm Demonstration is known 
for its sights, smells, and sounds - the 
chuffing, chugging, whirring, whining, 
popping and clanking of tractors, 
steam engines, horse-drawn “people- 
movers’; and to-scale models. 

There are antique tractors of every 
make and model - this year's featured 
make was “Oliver” - and a Members- 
Only Tractor Pull, that pitted a 1938 
Co-op 3 against a 1955 Allis Chalmers, 
driven by the owners. 

The Georgian Bay Steam Show 
offered an opportunity to view classic 
cars, horse-drawn plows, antiques 
in a vendors’ market, working 
models of everything from water 
pumps to wood-splitters, a portable 
sawmill operated by a belt-drive, and 
equipment that once revolutionized 
agriculture - in particular, the steam 
engines, with their massive boilers, 
piercing whistles, and glowing 
fireboxes. 

Many were manufactured right in 
Ontario - a Waterloo Engine was built 
in Waterloo, Ontario in 1920; a 1901 
horse-drawn Sawyer & Massey was 
manufactured in Hamilton. 

MPP for York-Simcoe Julia Munro 
spoke of the importance of the 
technology preserved and displayed 
at the Show. “It demonstrates to 
all the ingenuity, the technological 
expertise and the craftsmanship... 
that was part of the agricultural 
world,” she said - recognizing the link 
between agriculture and technology, 
“and showcasing it for the future 
generations.” 

Munro helped open the 49th 
Annual Georgian Bay Steam Show 
in Cookstown, Innisfil, on August 
2 - joined by MP Peter Van Loan, and 
members of Innisfil Council. 

"I’ve been coming now for about a 
decade,” said Van Loan, Conservative 
House Leader. “Every year, it’s 
a little bit bigger, and a little bit 
better... Congratulations to all the 
volunteers who make this a successful 
show, celebrating our heritage, our 
agriculture.” 

Georgian Bay Steam Show Club 
president Douglas Black also 


welcomed the crowds - and invited 
“anyone interested in machinery, 
finding out how it works, repairing 
things" to come out to the Wednesday 
workshops at the Steam Show 
Grounds, “and lend a hand.” 

Black spoke of the need to engage 
young people in the Club, but there 
were plenty of young second and 
third-generation members at the 
Show, driving to-scale models, garden 
tractors, competing in the "Mud Bog,” 
and volunteering. 

It wasn't all technology and 
equipment. There was live 
entertainment on the main stage, 
and a craft tent, displaying traditional 
pioneer skills, that included spinning 
and weaving. 

There was also an opportunity to 
help paint a new mural, celebrating 
the Georgian Bay Steam Show - an 
initiative of Cookstown’s Around the 


Corners Art Group. 

The 4’ by 24’ mural was designed and 
laid out by local artist Maggie Grace, 
and divided into a total of 96 squares. 
Visitors to the Show could pick up a 
paint brush and fill in a square, for a 
donation. 

"We were just trying to find a way 
to get arts into the community. We 
thought we’d do something Steam 
Show-centre,” explained Grace, 
comparing the mural to a “patchwork 
quilt,” with each participant 
contributing a square. 

"It was a way to get the local arts 
group a little more known in the 
community, and introduce arts to the 
community.” 

The mural, expected to be completed 
by the end of the weekend, will be on 
display at the Steam Show grounds, 
to promote next year’s 50th annual 
Georgian Bay Steam Show.

A HERO comes to the 
aid of Bond Head church 



St. Catherine of Alexandria Catholic Church 
(Byzantine Rite) in Bond Head is struggling with its 
own heritage. 

The church, founded by Anglican Rev. Featherstone 
Osier - father of Sir William Osier - was moved to its 
current site on Heam St. in 1888, a brick church built 
on a rubble stone foundation. 

Since being rededicated as a Catholic Church in 2009, 
Monsignor Conrad Dachuck and his parish have been 
faced with a litany of repairs. They have had to replace 
a floor, put on a new roof “because the old one was 
leaking terribly" and repair the plaster ceiling. 

The bottom of the wooden front door, at the east side 
of the building, is rotting. “In winter, the wind blows 
through the door, and brings the snow," says Father 
Dachuck - creating snowdrifts in the Tower. 

And now, the old rubble foundation is shifting. 

The repairs all come with a hefty pricetag, yet "it’s all 
that we can do just to meet the utility bills," says Father 
Dachuck. 

That’s one reason why the parish is so enthusiastic 
about hosting community fundraisers, hoping to raise 
the money to maintain their historic church. 

On June 21, St. Catherine’s held a Community BBQ, 
with help from Hero Certified Burgers. For just $5, 
community members could enjoy a Certified Angus 
Burger, chips and a drink, while the kids played games 
on die grass - helping to raise the funds to repair the 
church.

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On the road again! 


Summer is associated with road trips - throwing the bags 
in the car, and heading off on the open road. 

But if you really want to see the countryside, while 
avoiding the crowds and peak prices, try travelling at off- 


That’s the advice of Eric Whitehead, and it’s based on 
experience. For 20 years, from 1984 to 2004, he took his 
family - wife Karen and sons Gavin and Adam - on an 
annual road trip, usually in October, to destinations acre 
the U.S. 

The boys were ages 6 and 3 when the 
adventures began. “At the time of their 
graduation from high school, they had 
been to all 48 States,” Whitehead says, 
travelling by van for 2 to 3 weeks at a 

At every location and along the way, 
they took photos and videos of their 
travels - material that Whitehead has 
now transformed into a new book, 

The Holiday Road. Each chapter is a 
different year, each year a different 
road trip. 

Whitehead says that only once did 
they change their travel plans at the 
last minute, and make a spur-of-the- 
moment decision. It was a year that 
the family had planned to head down 
to Florida - but on the way down from 
their Gilford home, they learned that 

a Hurricane watch had been issued. _ 

After checking the weather maps, they 
decided to head for the only sunny area: Colorado. 

It turned out to be a great decision, travelling across (to 
them) new territory. “It was great because we had never 
been to any of the States in between,” Whitehead said. The 
only problem? They had packed for Florida. "It was a little 
cool at times.” 



Asked about the best road trip, he says, "Probably the year 
we went to the Southwest.” Once through the flatlands of 
Kansas, it was a series of positive experiences, including 
horseback riding in the desert just after dawn, a trip to die 
Grand Canyon, visiting an Arizona movie studio where 
even First Aid providers were in costume, and coming 
back through Utah where “the canyons were spectacular. 
Not to belittle the Grand Canyon, but these were more 
spectacular.” 

It also helped that both boys were baseball 
fans; working in a baseball game or two “was 
always a common denominator for every trip.” 
There were no disasters - although, 
frequently after arriving at their reserved 
hotel, they would switch rooms or even 
hotels. "Usually when we did that, we ended 
up in a really great place!" 

The experience has had an impact on his 
boys. Gavin, now 34, works for a company 
that provides travel packages for teens. “He’s 
been to Australia, he’s been to Europe several 
times. He’s nowin Costa Rica... He’s officially 
in the travel industry.” 

The younger son, Adam, who suffered from 
car sickness on the road trips, is now married 
with children and also takes his family 
travelling - but by air. 

The Holiday Road is Whitehead’s 4th 
book, available on his website, www. 
thatroadtripbook.com for $25 plus shipping. 
He will also have a booth at Carrotfest, August 
16, where he’ll be selling and autographing 
copies - and chatting about hitting the open road. 

"One thing is for certain, travelling gives children an 
education that cannot be equalled in any book, movie or 
classroom," he says.

Sharing the inspiration of My Mother’s Secret 


"Before the war, there were 6,000Jews in Sokol, Poland. 
Only 30 survived the war, and half of those because of one 
Polish woman, Pranciszka Halamajowa." - My Mother’s 
Secret. 

Franciszka and her daughter Helena saved the lives of 
15 Jews during World War II, and hid one young German 
soldier; they are remembered as “Righteous Among the 
Nations” at the Holocaust museum in Jerusalem. 

That was the story that inspired J.L. Witterick to write "My 
Mother’s Secret” - a fictionalized, lyrical story of lives that 
became intertwined during the Nazi occupation of Poland. 

Witterick, the final guest author in the Innisfil Public 
Library’s Books & Bites series, described the impact that the 
story of Franciszka and Helena had on her. 

“I had always wanted to do something that matters, that 
makes a difference - and I thought it was inspirational,” she 
told the group at Bruno’s Bakery in Alcona, July 26. 

Witterick worked on the book for nearly a year, most of the 
writing done at her cottage on Lake Simcoe. She received 
encouragement and advice from friends and publishers, 
and initially self-published the book. 

When My Mother’s Secret became a best-seller, the rights 
were purchased by Penguin-Random House - and Witterick 
donated 100% of the advance she received to charities, 
including Street Cats in Barrie. 

It’s never been about the money for Witterick. "To write 
a story about doing good, and to be able to do good... it’s 
a great feeling,” she says. “I have schools that are using the 
book now, to teach History and English.” 



Her book has been translated into 9 languages, 
including Spanish, Italian, Dutch, and German - "which is 
meaningful because it’s a holocaust story," she says. It will 
soon be published in Taiwan, in Chinese, something that is 
especially important to her because of her own roots. 

Witterick handed out free copies of her book to the guests 
at Books & Bites, a Library program that combined an 
opportunity to meet local authors, with dessert at Innisfil 
restaurants - and personally autographed each copy. 

At a time when war is once again disrupting lives and 
focussing attention on cruelty and suffering, My Mother’s 
Secret shines a light on human courage and decency - and 
its success has inspired Witterick to take up writing full

hung at half-staff, in Collier’s honour, 
as the Bradford Legion’s Colour 
Party, joined by a representative of 
the South Simcoe Police Service, 
World War II veteran Bert Hogg, and 
several veterans of U.N. Peacekeeping 
missions, marched on the colours. 
Fern Taillefer, President of CAVUNP 
Central Ontario chapter, noted that 
the flag-raising was held “in honour of 
peacekeepers past, present, and yet to 

Over 125,000 Canadians have 
participated in peace-keeping 
missions around the world, under the 
auspices of the United Nations; 116 
have been killed, including 3 RCMP 
officers carrying out peace-keeping 
duties in Haiti when the earthquake 
hit in 2010. 

And 158 Canadian soldiers were 
killed in Afghanistan, attempting to 
restore peace to a country tom by 
insurgent violence. 

“I think that all of us won the lottery 
the day we were bom Canadian 
citizens, or chose to become 
Canadian citizens,” said Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White. 

He acknowledged that raising a 
flag in a small town seems "a pretty 
easy thing to do," compared to the 
difficulties faced by Canadians serving 
in United Nations missions, and he 
called on those attending to “honour 
Canadians who have given their lives 
in the service of peace." 

MP for York Simcoe Peter Van 
Loan noted that peacekeeping is “a 
Canadian invention... that grew out 
of the Suez crisis of 1956." He credited 
the Hon. Lester B. Pearson with 
developing the model that has been 
used for decades to separate warring 
nations - but suggested that today, 
the formal model no longer works - 
that “conflicts are more difficult to 
manage.” 

Today, there is “asymmetrical 
warfare, very new kinds of warfare,” 
that require a different response, as 
in Afghanistan - “not peacekeeping, 
but a peace making mission... The 
sacrifice made by Brian (Collier) and 
157 other Canadians has not been in 

He thanked the Collier family, who 
attended the flag-raising. 

“They have found a way to channel 
the grief of the community, their 
own grief, into making this a better 
community.... At a time when the 
world is facing more conflicts, more 
active conflicts - this is a good time to 
focus on peace.” 

About 70 people attended, 
showing their support for Canada’s 
Peacekeepers, and peace-makers, as 
the UN flag was raised.
